fourth annual sesaion of the California

here today, went into session at 2 o'clock 
and worked hard until 10.30 tonight, 
when it received the report of the dele- 
gates to the last congreee, who secured 
an appropriation for rivers of $225,000. 


President Platt reported fully what 


the organization has accomplished to 
date, and urged renewed efforts, as Cal- 
ifornia ia now in the right line in the 
mutter, ami has secured the commit- ' 
incut of congress lo river improvement 
in California. 


A memorial to congress was adopted 


praying the adoption of a contract and 
treatment sytem Tor the Sacramento and 
Ban .loquin rivers and the Bay of San 
Francisco and navigable waters empty- 
ing into the bay, also for the opening 
of navigation to Kcdding and on the Sun 
Juiuiuiii to within thirty miles of Fresno 
ami the further improvement of Oak- 
land harbor. 


The convention elected delegates lo 


the triinsimssissippi congress and called 
on the river and bay counties to contri- 
bute to a fund to send delegates to 
Washington to remain until the object 
ie accomplished or congress adjourned. 


The convention also elected a nen ex- 


ecutive committee of twenty-six, which 
will meet wit'ni twenty days to select 
Washington delegates.

Jen Manson.

aster to a. stiff wind which had been 
sweeping the river all day.

first span fell, could see the great "trav- 
eler," rising eighty feet above the piers, 
swaying and quivering in the wind in 
what appeared to be a most alarming 
manner to those on shore. The motion, 
however, was hardly noticeable to the 
workmen, who had no idea of the deadly 
peril until the great mans of wood and 
iron began to sink, and the awful crack- 
ing and crashing of timbers en tutu their 
cars.

thing Unit requires explanation, llicro 
has been plenty ol time in which to per- 
form this work. 
As for the fauby arrangement of the 


I books, this is'a result of carelessness. A 
little care will prevent a book of one 
class being put with books of another. 
It would be a good idea, since there is 


I no catalogue, lo put labels, easily read 
at a distance, on the shelves desig- 
nating the class ot books occupying 
them' thuo: "History," "Fiction," 
"Science," "Biography," etc. 


Finally, why are the public not kept 


informed concerning the action of the 
library trustees? Do they havo meet- 
ings? K so, when, and what do they 
do? Have they ever reported to the 
city trustees what they have expended 
in the purchase of books, and what is 
being paid for maintaining the lihraryi

taxpayers, who would like to know what 
the library has cost, and is costmt 
them. 
Docs the librarian keep an account o 


the moneys received for fines, etc., tin 
number ol visitors, how many hooks ar 


1 taken out, etc.? Docs she make sugges 
lions as to the books it would lie well to 
add to the library, based on nnmeron 
requests for such books. 1 presume sh 
does, hut why do we not hear ot it? Lo 
is know how our library is being man 


i aged and what it is costing us. It is 
very useful institution and the taxpay 
'era are disposed to treat it liberally 
They arc entitled to as much informa 
lion concerning its management as the 
'are concerning the conduct of othc 
municipal department.
